James Young 
Saw Nagasaki 
Bombed Area

James Philip Young, chief 
gunner's mate, USN, 2029 Gram- 
ercy ave, was among the first 
Navy men to see at first-hand 
the atom-bombed area of Nag­ 
asaki, when, while serving 
aboard the provision storeshlp, 
USS Grafflas, the ship entered 
the harbor close on the heels 
of the Marine occupation force.

The .Marines provided trucks
i enable the men of the Graf­ 

flas to make a one-hour tour of 
the devastated area.

On entering the harbor, the 
ship passed many large tankers 
and cargo ships which the war's 
end found afloat but unfinished 
riding at their moorings off the 
Mitsubishi Shipyards.
